GOLD AT PEMBROKE 

Pembroke, April 3.— There is 
much speculation here over the al- 
leged gold discoveries along the 
banks of the Petawawa “river. Alrea- 
dy a number of persons have staked 
claims covering a large area. Harry 
Fitzpatrick, who claims credit for 
the discovery of gold, in association 
with Dr. F. J. Dodd, has staked ten 
claims, representing about 400 ac- 
res. 

It is said that samples from sur- 
face showings have assayed as high 
as $630 in gold and $12.80 in silver. 

The rock is of Huronian forma- 
tion, and two leads are said to have 
been found, one from four to 20 
feet wide, the other from four to 
six feet wide. The former is Tre- 
ported traceable for four miles, the 
latter for two miles. With the com- 
ing of spring, it is expected there 
will be a rush of prospectors to the 
district.

LOWER FOOD PRICES 


London, April 4. —Abolition of 
the BritishFood Ministry during and 
since the war involved a turnover 
of more than £1,000,000,000 and the 
Ministry’s net profit on it amount- 
ed to less than ofe tenth of one per 
cent. These facts are announced by 
Food Controller McCurdy in, his va- 
ledictory address in which he said 
that for the last six months he had 
been engaged in liquidating this, as 
he described it the “world’s great- 
est trade corporation.” 

Mx. McCurdy said that the Min- 
istry’s operation had cost ‘the tax- 
payers nothing and that the. success- 
ive food ministers had subsiantial- 
Iy avoided making a profit at the 
expense of the consumer. 

The controller said that it had be 
come possible to wind up the affair 
of the Food Ministry because of the 
welcome break in the world’s prices 
of food. 

In removing control and restoring 
freedom to the people, he said, he 
had every evidence that food prices 
would continue to fall in Great 
Britain during the coming summer 
and that better times were in store 
for the much harassed housewife.

fer. The following article taken from 


the American Poultry Journal seems 
to us to possess much merit and 


what makes this article especially 
valuable is the fact that the kind of 
food necessary for the healthy de- 
velopmemt of the chicken is the 
kind of food that is necessary for 
the healthy development~ of the 
child. The difference is one of pre- 
paration. Today the medical auth- 


orities are laying much stress in the 
value of vitamines in the feeding 
of children. This element is also 
especially valuable in poultry feed- 
hnk.; Spidkespeare has {said “THut 
one touch of nature makes all. the 
world akin.’”’ The truth of ‘this state 
ment is becoming more fully real- 
ized as we learn the relation be- 
tween all created things. 


It has long been, recognized for 
the same purpose in birds. 


“Tt has long been recognized that 
a high degree of public health is a 
nation’s greatest asset. Governments 
appropriate large sums annually to 
enforce regulations that are deemed 
necesgary to this end, but in spite 
of these” precautions, in many places 
especially in our congested districts, 
epidemics rage, infirmities are the 
rule and high death rates prevalent. 
These, in the light of recent devel- 
opmenig would be greaily mitigated 
by a more liberal use of eggs, milk 
and leafy vegetables. 


In nutrition there are seven gen- 
1 sources of food supply: meats, 
including-fish, seed of plants, roots 
of plants, Teaves. _of plants, fruits, 
milk and eggs. In the use of these 
foods in various experiments and 


combinations it was observed that 
any diet that left gut eggs, milk and 
leafy vegetables for any considerable 
period resulted in either arrested 
development or some form of dis- 
ease due, evidently, to malnutrition. 
It was also noted that when other 
foods were used in combination with 
with these the greatest degree of 
growth in the young and! health ‘in 
the adult was secured. 

In the Various piaces gf the work 
carried on to determine these facts 
there appears the names of many 
leading food experts and scientists 
hut in my opinion, the public in gen 
eral and poultrymen in particular, 
owe more to Dr. EB. V. McCollum of 
John Hopkins University, than to 
any other investigator.

McCollum’s lectures/ will serve to 
drive home the importance of these 
substances and the place they should 
leave in the daily diet of bird, beast 
or man.

You may buy a complete fertilizer 
from some fertilizer firm or secds- 
man, which will give good results. 
As many of our best vegetables 
come originally from tropical coun- 
tries where the season of growth is 
much longer than ours, we must use 
some means to give them this longer 
growing period. This can best be 
done by using hotbeds and cold 
frames. Many will say that it is eas- 
jer to buy from a greenhouse man.

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R. HIRAM P. NEYMAN, who 
died recently at Saltillo, 
Washington County, Indiana, 
was the grandson of Mar- 

shal Michel Ney, one of the heroes 
of Ftench history, who feigned death 
before a firing squad and was car 
ried from the Luxembourg Garden, 
Paris, and in whose place a corpse 
was substituted while he made his 
way to America, according ‘to claims 
made by members of the family. 
The life of Dr. Neyman and that 
of his father, Dr. E. M. C. Neyman, 
who was brought to America. when 
he was yet a child, were almost as 
Strange as that of the marshal. 
Though men of high education and 


possessing one of the best libraries 
in Indiana they.chose to live in the 
little village of Saltillo in compara- 


tive seclusion. 


The Cave.of the Sepulcher, near 
the Neyman home, got its name from 
the fact that the elder Dr. Noynian 
prepared there a grave for himself,

CATCHING GOLD. 


How a Human Being Is Effected by 
. a Draught. 


Italian physicians have discovered 
by experiments, that chillin 
akin, as in draughts, lowers the tem- 
perature of the air expired from the 
jungs, thus accounting for the. way 
in which many colds are caught. 

They watched the effect on the 
tonsils, palate and pharynx of a cold 
draught’ directed upon the back. 
Their method was pretty. To register 
the rise and fall of temperature in 
the throat they attached the ter- 
minals of a thermopile to the tonsils 
and led them into a test tube with 
the bulb of a sensitive thermometer 
and connected with a galvanometer. 
‘Bhe subjects of the experiments were 
brought into the room well wrapped 
up and after everything had been 
adjusted readings of the galvano- 
meter and. thermometer: were taken.

leon at Lyons and opened’ the way 

for him to Paris. 

He led the last charge of the Old 
Guard at Waterloo, where five horses 
were shot under him. 

For a time he kept in hiding, but 
was captured, and the ultra-royalists 
demanded his life. He was tried 
January 6, 1815, the day before he 
faced the firing squad. 

This is the point where history 
steps and the chronicle, which’ has 
been told by the Neyman family for 
two generations and which is ground~- 
ed on family traditions and docu- 
ments, begins. 

The morning set for his execution 
Marshal Ney was taken to the Lux- 
embourg Garden. 

Marshal Ney fell at a pre-arranged 

signal, just an instant before the 
shots were fired, according to his son, 
and his apparently, lifeless body was 
carried out by the guards. 
, Beyond the gates the body of a 
peasant was exchanged and 
this peasant was buried with all the 
solemnity due the marshal. The mar- 
shal hid in the home of a nurse who 
had served in the family and when 
an opportunity came he escaped to 
America disguised as a sailor. 

In the United States, it is said, he 
was known as Prof. Neyman, teacher 
of French. He spent the greater part 
of his time in the smaller schools of 
\South Carolina, although at one time 
he was in charge of the French De- 
partment of the Schools of Philadel- 
phia. : 

Dr. Neyman saw his father onl 
on a few occasions in this eountae 
and he never knew when or wheré 
his illustrious father died, he said. 

His spirit was broken, his son said, 
by the ordeal through which he had 
“passed. He seemed to be always 
weighed down with sorrow and was 
‘seldom known to smile. 

Dr. Neyman, the marshal’s son, 
was brought to_America by friends 
when he was agehild. His academic 
and professionaf education and train- 
ing were Ordered by mysterious 4i- 
rections and by funds from an un- 
known source before. the identity of 
his father was made known_to him, 

Later he saw his father twice in 
Southern Carolina, where he visited 
him for a short time on each trip, 
another time he saw him for a few 
hurried moments in Philadelphia. 

Later on he visited his son. On 
this visit he spent the nights in the 
Cave of the Sepulchre, near Saltille, 
where the Neyman family lived. The 
cave years afterward was called Ney- 
man’s Cave because of the strange 
visitor it had sheltered. 

The cavern received its present 
name from the fact that the elder 
Dr. Neyman wished to be buried 
there. Day after day he spent at 
work in the cave chiseling out a tomb 
in which he wished to be buried. 

When he died, however, his wife 
was not willing for him to be buried 
in the cave, which is in a lonely, 
desolate part of the country, and)in- 
stead he was buried in a small ceme- 
tery near the home, where she could 
care for the grave. 

The cave, though difficult to reach 
by the country roads which must be 
traveled to reach it, is often visited 
by tourists, who still can see, even 
though new stalagmites have formed, 
the grave that was prepared but 
never used. 

Not far away is a mill, long ago de- 
serted, which afforded him an oppor- 
tunity to meet his neighbors while 
waiting for the grinding. 

The doctor lived in comparative 
retirement. \ His few intimate 
friends, however, learned his story, 
and in time it was known to all his 
neighbors.

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Japanese War Budget. 


The drafts of the next fiscal year’s 
budget estimates for the army and’ 
navy were submitted to the Cabinet 
council and approved as submitted, 
papmahan 9 to Japanese press reports. 
The estimate for the navy totals 
$207,261,000, the figure being an in- 
crease of $143,112,000 on the -vote 
for current fiscal year.. The increase 
is due to the advance of prices and 
no fresh enterprise’ is included in 
the program, the estimated expendi- 
ture being required for the execu- 
tion of the previously fixed program, 
namely next year’s share of the out- 
lay for the construction of the pre- 
arranged eight battleship and eight 
battle cruiser squadron. Out of the

Early cabbage seed is generally 
started from the 1st to the 15th of 
March in a hotbed or house window. 
When the second set of leaves is 
showing, the seedlings are, trans- 
planted into flats in rows two inches 
apart each way, or into the small] 
dirt band. This will give good, sturdy 
plants ready for the cold frame the 
last week in April. I¢ these plants 
are then properly hardened off, they 
should be ready to transplant into the 
field by the 8th to 10th of May. The 


soil for early cabbes? should be a 
warm, sandy loam in a good state of 
cultivation. The plants are generally 
get 30 inches between the rows and 
18 inches in the row. They are given 
eareful cultivation during the grow- 
ing season. : 

The late crop is generally started 
about the 15th of May in an open 
seed-bed or cold frame. The rows 
in the seed-bed are 4-6 inches apart, 
the\seed being scattered quite thickly 
in the row. Where the cabbage mag- 
got Is troublesome it will be neces- 
gary to grow the plants under cheese- 
cloth frames. These plants should be 
ready to set in the field from June 
15th to July ist. When we are set- 
tipg plants which have little soil on 
their roots, as often happens in the 
late crop, we carry the plants to be 
set out in a pail which is partly filled 
with a batter made of cow manure, 
loam and water. This gives some 
moisture to the plant and a _ cer- 
tain amount of readily available food. 
"Pheplants are set 24 inches in the 
row and 30°istéehes between the row. 
As this crop does ‘vest.under cool 
conditions, it should, if pdsethle, be 
put in the moister part of the g 
den. Both crops must have sufficient 
moisture if they are to grow quickly. 
Nitrate of soda may be used to ad- 
vantage around the plants at the rate 
of 150-200 pounds per acre, or what 
could be put on a ten-ceht piene to 
each plant. On account of the solu- 
bility of nitrate of soda in water, bet- 
ter results are obtained by making 
two applications of 75-100 pounds, 
first when the plants are beginning 
to grow after transplanting, and, 
secondly, when the head is beginning 
to form. 

Cabbages are generally cut off so 
as to leave 3 or 4 of the outer leaves 
to protect the head. This should be 
done before too severe freezing wea-

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Late cabbage may be stored tn cel- 
lars, pits, or any. like place. The tem- 
perature should be held at about 34 
deg. F. and provision made for air 
ciréulation 86 that no moisture col- 
lect on walls or ceilings. Where one 
is storing in cellars, the cabbage’ are 
best placed on slatted shelves made 
Jone above the other about 2 feet 
apart. The cabbage may be laid on 
these, one or two layers deep. Where 
there is no good cellar storage, a pit 
may be made outside in a place which 
is well drained. The ground is covered 
with a layer of straw and the cab- 
bage placed on this face down in lay- 
ers of first five cabbages side by side, 
four on top of this, then three, then 
two,-and finally one, thus forming an 
“A’ shape. Tuck in the outer leaves 
of the first layer under the heads. 
The outer leaves of each layer are 
allowed to hang over the layer below 
to form a roof. The pile is then cov- 
ered. with six inches of straw and 
about six inches of soil. Every 10 or 
15 feet a tile should be placed in the 
pile to come up through the soil and 
straw, thus forming a ventilator. All 
plants give off moisture, and unless 
we had an opening for it to escape 
ythe cabbage would soon begin to rot. 
If severe wegther comes, these can be 
stuffed with straw and opened again 
when the weather moderates. The 
covering of the pit should also be 
increased by using strawy manure as 
¢he weather: beconiés more severe. 
Cabbage can be taken from the pit on 
warm days. Cabbages which are not 
quite fully grown may be dug with 
the roots-attached. These can then 
make a certain amount of growth. 

Cauliflower is handled in the same 
way as cabbage. If cauliflower gets 
@ severe setback in transplanting to 
the field, it will tend to cause it to go 
to seed instead of to form a good 
head. More especially is this so with 
the early crep in the warm summer 
weather. In many small gardens it 
is generally grown as a fall crop. The 
plants are slower growers than cab- 
bage and will do better if started 
about two weeks earlier if we wish a 
maximum number of good heads. 
When the cauliflower shows a head 
about two inches in diameter the out- 
er leaves should be drawn together 
and tied so as to exclude the light, 
thus giving a pure white head. Cauli- 
Aowers that have not fully developed 
wtay be dug up, roots and all, and 
hung ina cool cellar. There they will 
continue to grow, giving a delicious 
head after the ordinary season of 
canjifiower is over. Fully developed 
heads may be cut off, wrapped in oil 
paper and stored in a cold room at 
32 dez. F. to 34 deg. F. Here they 
will keep well tili Christmas time.—

This year, the prospects for 
cheese, so far as the prices are con 
cerned, appear to the writer to be 
relatively more favorable than for 
any other line of farm produce. 
Stocks of Canadian cheese on this 
side and in Great Britain are very 
small. Another favorable factor is 
that the. British Ministry of Food 
have at last completed the distribu- 
tion of the large quantity of cheese 
that they had on hand from con- 
tracts placed previous to 1920 and 
during the first months of that year. 
Duning the past twelve months the 
distribution of “Government cheese’ 
in Great Britain amounted to about 
50 per cent. of the requirements of 
the trade. The onfy unfavorably 
feature is that shipments of New 
Zealand chdase have not come for- 
ward to Great Britain promptly dur 
ing the past three months owing to 
transportation difficulties so that 
their cheese will be arriving on the 
British market until well into June. 
We hope that this year Stirling ex- 
change will not repeat last year’s 
performance but that it will remain 
reasonably steady during our cheese 
export season. The best Provincial 
authorities think that there is not 
njuch Hklihood of Stirling exchange 
dropping back tg lest year’s figure 
and if this forecast is correct pat- 
rons of cheese factories may look 
forward with confiednce to a good 
season. .

FIRE WIPES, OUT’ HOME WITH 
ALL ITS OONTENTS OF MR. 
GEORGE NAYLER 


Fire starting about midnight com 
pletely destroyed the frame dwelling 
with all its contents of Mr. George 
Nayler, G.T.R. engineer, Belleville, 
living, on the east side of McDonald 
Avenue, just outside the extremp 
neortheast part of the city. 


Mr. and Mrs. Nayler escaped only 
with their night clothes. Three chil- 
dren aged from nine to seventeen. 
also escaped without harm.

Origin of the fire unknown 


What caused the fire is unknown 
All that is known is that shortly af- 
ter midnight Mrs. Nayler awoke sud 
| genty. to find’ the back verandah in 
flames and the fire actually threat- 
ening the room they were sleeping 
in. No time was lost, with the help 
of. Mr. Nayler, in seeing that the 
children were got out of danger. 
So close was the margin of safety 
that they had no chance of saving 
anything in the house. 

Neighbors on/ the same ‘treet. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas “Rainbird, took 
care of Mrs. Nayler and the chil- 
dren, while Mr. Nayler was taken 
home by Mr. Barlow. 

Mr. Nayler had returned home at 
10 o’clock from work and had gone 


immediately to bed. 

According to Mr. Bartow. who 
was among the first to assist, the 
fire stanted about 12. 30. It was 3 
o'clock before it had burned down

At 12.50 a.m., the fire department 
received the alarm from the police 
It was at first thought the fire was 
on Turnbull street, then Burrell St. 
and then the firemen finally worried 
it out at MacDonald Avenue. 

It was impossible to do anything 
when the firemen arrived. The 
house was an entire mass of flames. 


Say Roads Were Bad 


The roads were 80 bad that the 
carts ran the risk of being mired 
and there was not enough hoge to 
reach from tiie closest hydrant.

Mr. Nayler, in rescuing one of the 
children, had to break a window 
pane and cut his hand severely.

“The National Fire Insurance Co. 
of Toronto carried $1,000 insurance 
on the dwelling and $700 on the con 
tents. 

Mr. Nayler had come home about 
ten o’clock tired after a day’s run 
to Brockville and retired soon after 
He knew nothing more until after 
midnight when Mrs. -Nayler called 
him and said the house was all afire. 

They got the children out and a 
few minutes later the roof over a 
room they had been in fell in. Mr, 
Nayler thought the fire had been 
going half an hour before its dis- 
covery by Mrs. Nayler.

PREPARATION OF GROUND FOR 
ROOTS 


In preparing ground for roots 
there are three general principles 
which are applicable yr? all condls 
tions. 1 The lan must be -well 
plowed at the proper time. 2 A géod 
application of top dressing must be 
miade, 3 The ground must be thor- 
oughly cultivated to incorporate 
the top dressing with the soil and 
also make a good seed bed, Howev- 
er, to be successful the producer 
must, in addition, consider the crop 
he -wishes to raise and ‘study the 
conditions of the soil on which he 
intends. growing it, so that he may 


‘prepare the latter «to suit condil- 


tions and give a maximum crop. 
All roots contain a large amount 
of nitrogen and ash constituents; 
among the latter, potash is one of 
the most essential The average crop 
of turnips ‘will contain per acre, 
approximately seventy-six pounds of 
nitrogen; forty-eight pounds of phos 
phoric acid and two hundred pounds 
of potash and fifteen pounds of sul- 
phur. Mangels contain. approximate 
ly per acre ninety-eight: pounds of 
nitrogen; thirty-six pounds of ' phos- 
phoric acid; two hundred and twen- 
ty-two pounds of potash and 4.9 Ibs. 
of sulphur. (Note: Turnips contain| 
more sulphur than any other farm|' 
crop,) Turnips, if the land is well 
tilled before sowing the seed and 
properly cultivater afterward, are, 
capable of getting, the required am- 
ount of nitrogen and potash trom 
the soil, if the Boil is fertile. But, 
apparently, they have not the power 


of appropriating. the combined phos}. 


phoric acid from the soil, Therefore 
on a poor, exhausted soil it is prac 
tically impossible to get a profitable 
crop unless phosphatic. fertilizers 
are applied. Superphosphate or bas- 
ic slag is recommended for turnips. 

Mangels, on the other hand. feed 
deeper than turnips, have a greai- 
er capacity for obtaining nitrogen, 
potash ang phosphoric acid from 
the soll. This being the case, the 
application of phosphatic fertiliz- 
ers is now 80 important for mangels 
as an application of nitrate of sod- 
ium. ~ 


When sommiersial fertilizers, are 
used alone, the following quantit- 
ies arg recommended per acre, from 
four to five hundred pounds ofni- 


trate of\ soda of three hundred and| 


fifty to four hundreti pounds of 
sulphate of. ammonia, four hundred 
pounds | of super-phosphate or five 
hundred pounds of basic slag; four 
hundred pounds of mureate or sul- 
phate of potash. 

Both turnips and mangels require 
a large amount of plant food; con- 
sequently a liberal supply of barn 
yard manure is necessary tor 
their production. Bearing this fact 
in mind. and also that the principle 
manurial requirements for turnips 
are phosphatic fertilizers and man- 
gels nitrogenous, We next consider 
the ground,

FALL GARE OF SHEEP 


After the New Flock Has Been 
Separated From the Mothers 
Great Care Must Be Exercised In 
Preparing the Ewes for Breeding 
~Timely Hints for Farmers. 


The fall care of sheep. may be 
roughly divided into three parts— 
feeding and care of breeding ewes, 
care and faeding of the ram, and the 
feeding of the weanling lambs. 

Lambs are usually weaned at about 
five months or during the months of 
August and September. Once w eaned, 
they should never run with the old 
sheep. again, as better results are 
obtained when they are kept separate. 
They require a good fead after wean- 


ing to avoid a check, from the loss 


of tho mother’s milk. A few acres of 
rape will serve the purpose the best 
of anything. Care should be taken 
to have the lambs full of feed when 
first turned inté the rape to avoid 


Aloating, as if they are hungry when 


put into the rape they will over-eat 
and there may be some loss, particu- 
larly if the rape is damp when they 
are turned in. With good pasture and 
a little grain toward the end, the 
lambs can be kept growing and put 
on\the market early, in good shape 
to command the highest price. 

At’ weaning time the ew es are UBs- 
ually thin and require extra feeding 
and care to put them in proper shape 
for breeding. It Is a well-known fact 
that a ewe that is gaining in flesh at 
breeding time is more likely to raise 
good, strong, healthy lambs than is 
one that is poor in flesh or too fat. 
Rape again is the best medium for 
“flushing” the ewe, or, in other 
words, putting her,in good breeding 
Bhape.—The same precautions must be 
taken witlithe.ewes as with the 
lambs. Give them a ‘gand fill before 
turning them on the first ¢ and 
take care not to let them into 
rape when it is wet. Fall rye is an- 
other good fall pasture for ewes, but 
is usually later in the season in be- 
ing available than the rape. If the 
ewes can be given, the run of some 
stubble, fields at the sarhe time, even 
better results will be obtdined, as the: 
variety in feed will be appreciated by 
the ewes and better gains will result. 

The ram should be well ‘fed before 
the breeding season commences in or- 
dr that he may be‘strong and vigor- 
ous, It is preferable td have him gain- 
ing slightly in flesh at breeding time, 
as well as the ewes. [fa ram h 
been highly/fitted for the shows he 
should be gradually let down a little 
in flesh as soon as possible after the! 
last show and then fed up again for 


‘a month or 60 before the breeding 


seagon, as it is absurd to expect good 
results when a highly fitted ram is 
turned out with ewes and allowed to 
loge flesh. As he loses flesh he is also’ 
losing vigor, and the result is bound 
to be disappointing, 
- During the warm weather inthe 
apyiy Yau, ail the sheep should be 
dipped to let them gonto the wintor 
as free from ticks as possible. Sheep 
do not thrive properly if infested 
with these parasites, and they are 
especially undesirable at lambing 
time. , 

The time of breeding. will depend 
largely on when the lambs should 
ome, The period of gestation in 
he ewe is roughly five months and 
if good warm lambing pens are avail- 
able the ewes, may be bred to lamb 
‘early ‘in the year. Under ordinary 
conditions, however, the month of 
April is soon enough for.the lambs to 
come and the ewes should be bred 
accordingly. ° , : 

The number of ewes for each ram 
will ‘vary with the age and vigor of 
the ram. A good, vigorous, aged ram 
may be given up to forty ewes, a 
shearling thirty, and a lamb from fit, 
teen to twenty. For the first fe 
days the ram should only be turned 
with the ewes at night, so that he 
will not, over-exert himself too early 
in the season. and the result be a 
poor crop of ld4mbs. The ram should 
be marked on the under side of the 


brisket with keel, which should be™ 


applied fresh every day, so that the 
bred ewes can be told readily: At 
the end of three weeks the color of 
the keel should be changed, so that 
the number of ewes missed may be 
shown. During the breeding season 
the ram should be exceptionally well 
fed to keep him in the. best shape 
ossible. He should receive from one 
Me three pgunds of grain per day, ac- 
ing t@the size of the ram. }-A 
ure of equal parts of bran and 
makes the best grain ration, and

Pemmican is concentrated nourish- 

| ment, of small bulk and light weight 
| relatively to its food value, and spe- 
cially adapted for the support of life 
in cold latitudes by reason of the fat 
it confains.. In old times it was pre- 
pared from buffalo meat, but some 
Indian tries to-day make it with 
beef or the flesh of other animals. 

The original process of making 
pemmican began with slicing buffalo 

meat into slabs an inch or less in 
thickness_and hanging these over 
frames to dry in the sun. Flies were 
kept off by building a small firé be- 
neath. When thoroughly dried the 
meat had shrunk more than two- 
thirds in bulk. Then it was roasted 
slightly to make it brittle and was 
reduced to a fine powder by pound- 
ing it with flails. 

Then the hide of a buffalo was.cut 
and sewn into a sack, which was filled 
with as much of the minced meat as 
it could hold, fat being finally poured 
in scalding hot so as to fill every 
crevice, Bags of pemmican thus pre- 
pared were so solid that at one time 
a quantity of them were used to build

The pemmican manufactured in 
,this way could be converted into 
ishape for eating by simply chopping 
it up with a hatchet. However, it was,

Shark fishing on the Pacific Coast 
of Canada is reported as having de- 
veloped into an established industry.

that the most ‘talked-of spgech | 


thus far delivered in the present 
session came from the leader of the 
National Progressives, Mr. T. A. Cre 
rar. Both for what he represents and 
for what he is, Mr. Crerar stands 
to-day amiong the three most salient 
personalities upon the political stage. 
His rise in Parliament has been un- 
precedented and unique. Most suc- 
cessful politicians begin their careerg 


as obscure back-benchers. Mr. Cre- 
rar began his as a full-fledged Cabi- 
net Minister. Other party leaders 
achieve .the summit through long 
apprenticeship in the ranks. Mr. 
Crerar stepped out of a ministry into 
a party chieftainship in the course of 
a single speech. Viewed, indeed, from 
every angle, the career of the agra- 
rian leader, both as head .of the 
gigantic co-operative grain organiza- 
tion of the west, and as minister and 
party leader in Parliament, has few 
parallels in our time. 

Mr. Crerar is not a leader of hdroi¢ 
mould: He is not endowed with 
qualities which history associates 
with parliamentary greatness. Mac- 
aulay once said that sierra was 
government by .talking. Mr. Crerar 
is notia good_talker. He has not Mr. 
King’s gift of emotional exhortation 
nor Mr. Megihen’s: power of swift 
analysis; and he is incomparably in- 
ferior in debating strength to his own 
lieutenant, Dr. Michael Clark. . His 
speeches are just plain declarations 
of fact, undistinguished by either 
force or logic and unadorned by 
either eloquence or rhetoric. 

Nor does Mr. Crerar display evi- 
dence of being a parliamentary tacti- 
cian. Sir John Macdonald; Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, and, to a lesser extent, 
Sir Robert Borden, were leaders who 
reduced House of Commons tactics 
to a science, and the achievement 
contributed greatly to their success, 
Mr. Crerar knows nothing of such 
generalship..One can imagine him 
carrying measures by the sheer 
loyalty of his followers, but it is im- 
possible to imagine him promoting 
his points or policies by the force of 
superior tactics. : 

Finally, Mr. Crerar is not a politi- 
cal agitator, ruthless in his methods, 
concentrating updn one object and 
dominating by the force of his will. 
Parliamentary history’ affords ine 
stances of leaders.who, with the sup- 
port of a few devoted followers, bat- 


fled and dominated majorities by the 


sheer audacity of their tactics. Par- 
nell, with his policy of obstructioa, 
was an iHustrious example, 
Crerar, mild-mannered, cautious, al- 
most diffident, is of a different mould. 
His enemies#such as Mr: Nicholson, 
af Algoma, may accuse him of being 
a Bolshevik; they can never accuse 
him of being a ‘political rufian. “If 
you cannot be a statesman, at least 
try to be a gentleman,’’ Mr. Chamber- 
lain once flung at’ Campbell-Bsn- 
nerman. No similar taunt will ev 
be justly hurled at the agrarian 
leader. For Mr: Crerat is studiously 
careful of the amenitiés of the House. 
He is soff-mannered, courteous +o 
the point of being timid, faultless in 
dress and manner, and has a horror 
of being thought unsafe. ‘*They SAay-<~ 
what say they—let them say.”’ That 
is not the creed. of Mr. Crerar. He is 
sensitive to criticism, and nothtng 
worries him’so much as to be. charged 
as the ignorant and partizan fre- 
quently charge him — with being 
ultra-radical or socialistic. One some 
times doubts whether he hs courage 
to be pnpopular, 

Mr. Crerar’s strength appears to 
lie in the fact that he personifies 
what is best in the average man. He 
has character, honesty and sincerity. 
Not brilliant, but straightforwayd, 
plain spoken, loyal to his word, intio- 
cent of that subtlety and ambitton 
that have laid the foundation of so 
many political careers. In politics, 
unhappily, character is more rare 
than intellect. It is certaifify more 
rare on front benches. It is the agile, 
subtle, often the intriguing mind that 
arrives there, the mind that uses 
public causes as ‘instruments of 
“personal advancement, that directs 
its course not by fixed stars but hy 
the weather vane, and drops a 
principle as lightly as the marirer 
drops ballast from the ‘hold. 

Mr. Crerar will’never drop any- 
thing that he believes in, nor adopt 
anything that he does not believe in, 
He is an entirely honest politician 
whose “thoughts lie clear as pebbles 
in a brook.” He does not try to dt. 
ecive either himself or the public, 
and his motives are as transparént as 
his utterance. The scope of his mind 
is limited, it‘is true. It is a bucelic, 
unimaginative mind. But within its 
scope it is singularly sincere and 


public-spirited. th 


Mr. Crerar, like Mr. Meighen, suf- 
fers through misrepresentation. By 
many and particularly in the east, he 
is regnrded as an irresponsible ruadi- 
cal, as a sort°of Canadian Mr. Smil- 
lie. For the truth is that Mr. Crerar,

An interesting link in the ¢ 
history of Canada passed away i 
ronto on February 7.in the perso® of 
Mr. William Alexander Shirreff) of. 
Fitzroy Harbor, Ont. His forefathers 
had much to do with the early history 
of Canada. He was the oldest direct 
male descendant of Sir William 
Alexander of Menstrie, first Earl of 
Stirling, and Secretary of State for 
Scotland, who receiving a grant of 
land in America, “somprehending 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Gaspe, 
Cape-Breton, Princé Edward Island, 
Anticosti, ete., dated July 12, 1625, 
and another, grant of fifteen leagues 
on each side of the River St, Law- 
rence, dated February 2, 1628, to 
himsélf, his heirs and assigns.” \ 

“The son of the first earl came over 
and established a colony in Nova 
Scotia, but was called home to Scot- 
yc by the death of his father in 

646. : 

_ After the death of the second Earl 
of Stirling the family took little in- 
terest in their possessions in Amer- 
ica till near the close of the centur#, 
when they again turned their atteg- 
tion to British North America, and | 
Mr. Charles Shirreff, the grandfather 
of, William Alexander Shirreff, the 
supject of the presenjf sketch, came 
to Canada to establish his claim to 
his “American possessions,” having 
received a further grant of land: in 
what is now Ontario. He first settled 
on one of his grants on Lake Ontario, 
near what is now the town of 
Cobourg. 

Having received a grant of 56,000 
‘acres in the district of Dalhousie, on 
the Ottawa river, he sent his son, 
Alexander, a land surveyor, to sur- 
vey and settle this claim in 1817. 
‘There he afterward ‘moved with his 
family and there they have since re- 
mained, in what is now the township 
‘of Fitzroy, in the county of Carleton. 

This Mr. Charles Shirreff, grand- 
father of the late W. A. Shirreff, took... 
a keen interest in the opening up and 
development of Canada, and was the 
first to see the. necessity of better 
transportation, andi to advocate the 
building of the Montreal, Ottawa and 
Georgian Bay Canal. On this project 
alone he spent much of his time and ~ 
fortune, having surveys and esti- 
mates made at his own expense, and 
making two trips to the Old Country 
endeavoring to have this proyeect car- 
ried out. These surveys and esti- 
mates were the only ones in exist- 
ence till the survey \lately made by” 
the Government of the late Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. ¥ Sho

The Difficult Prob‘em 
Of Nationalizing Egypt 


EFORE he left! Egypt In 1907, 
Lord Cromer had come to the 
conclusion that self-govern- 


bible. But almost immediately after, 
events affecting Turkey, and rising 
Egyptian nationalism, dictated a pol-, 
icy of devolution of governing power, 
land Sir Eldon Gorat went to Egypt 
j with instructions to carry it into 
effect.

SEW FORCE DISCOVERED. 
Italian Scientist Makes Amazing 
Claims for Discovery, 


“I have esthblished the certainty 
that all flying accidents attributed to 
so-called ¢éngine trouble are really 
caused by earth currents,” said Prof. 
Rota, an Italian inventor, to an inter- 
viewer recently. “What is more, I 
nave invented a machine which is 
vapable of harnessing these currents 
snd rendering aviation and all other 
forms of motion absolutely safe. 

“The question of telluric currents 
has long troubled the scientific world. 
I find that they emanate from. the 
core of the earth, and are active both 
on the ‘surfacé and in the atmos- 
phere. Their direction can be ascer- 
tained, predicted, and controlled. 

“The effect is widespread, It is 
now known that the tides are due to 


a form of terrestrial attraction, and. 


not lunar attraction. Earth currents 
cause earthquakes and the myster- 
ious explosions which occur in’ coal 
mines. The earthquake wave which 
recently affected villages in Tuscany 
and Emilia is now passing through 
Albania, and will spend itself in the 
heart of Asia. I know also that earth 
currents will cause an earth tremor 
of a serious nature in the West of 
England before. long. 

“By concentrating the waves of 
earth currents yau can produce every 
form of energy——heat can be trans- 
mitted by earth currents; a body 
heavier than air can be kept in a 
stationary position many miles above 
the earth. By my apparatus an air 
machine cam be ket In motion at a 
prodigious Speed, directed to any 
point on the earth’s surface, and stop- 
ped there. It will rise and descend 
as gently as a bird. You need no 
petrol and no oil. The earth’s cur- 
rents supply the motive power.

The First Playing-Cards. 


Playing-cards were invented about 
the year 1390, in order to amuse 
Charles Vi., then King of France, 
who. was subject to fits of melan- 
choly. 

The inventor proposed to repre- 
sent the four classes of men in the 
kingdom, The clergy were represent- 
ed by hearts, for which reason the 
Spaniards—-who took the cards from 
the French——used, instead of a heart, 
a copa or chalice. 

The nobility and military were ré- 
presented by the points of spears, and 
the Anglo-Saxon ignorance of the 
meaning of the figure led to them 
being called “spades.” 

Diamonds stood for citizens, mer- 
chants; and tradespeople, not because 
of their connection with the precious 
stones, but because the carreaux, the 
red marks that appear upon the 
cards, were intended to represent 
the square stone tiles of which the 
houses of the middle class were built. 

The figure we call a “club” was 
originally a clover-leaf, and alluded 
to peasants and farmers. Spanish 
cards bear a stave or basto in lieu of 
the French clover-leaf, and it is prob- 
ably because of this that we refer to 
the suit as “‘clubs.” 


The Magnet Mystery. 


The exect principle which causes 
2 magnet to take hold of metals and 
cling to them with a force which 
overcomes the principle of gravity is, 
like electricity, one of nature’s un- 
solved mysteries. 

We merely know that a piece of 
‘ron which has been electrically treat- 
ad will attract and hold various other 
metals. The force it exerts we call 

magnetism,’”’ and let it go at that. 

The most logical explanation would 
appear to be that an _ electrically- 
treated piece of iron gives off a force 
analogous to that given off by ra- 
dium, in that it will affect other 
pieces of metal without materially 
lessening its own power. 

The name ‘magnet’ is derived 
from the mineral ‘‘magnetite.”’ This, 
in turn, is so called because it was 
first discovered in Magnesia.. Magne- 
tite is a natural magnet, of which 
toadstone is one of the best-known 
varicties. 


Why Stars Twinkle. 


Stars are really suns which are 
continually throwing off light. 

This light passes through different 
layers of air and vapor before it 
reaches our eyes. These layers, be- 
ing of various degrees of density, 
make the light of the star appear to 
flicked or twinkle in a similar man- 
ner to a movie-picture film which is 
run too slowly. 

The light is reduced in intensity 
by cone layer of air and increased by 
ithe next, with the result that it ap- 
i pears to shiver—a condition which 
we have described by the word 
|: ‘twinkle.”” 
. Dust in the aiy causes this twin- 
| kling to be magnified or accentuated. 
| Dust also gives rise to rain, ,as each 
particle forms the nucleus for a rain- 
| drop.

RURAP ELECTRIC SUPPLY 
SHOULD BE EXTENDED 


The supply of electrical sure’ 
to the smaller villages and to far- 
mers has recently been commanding 
special study. Such questions as ad- 
equate charges and other details re- 
lating to the construction and up- 
keep of the special transmission lines 
necessary, have been given closer 
study with very satisfactory results, 
In most cases, it has been found that 
to supply only one or two consumers 
relatively long lines and individual 
transformers are required. In urban 
centres these are made to supply 
hundreds of householders. This di- 
ficulty has been overcome i various 
Ways, such as the farmer paying for 
the portion of the line used for him- 
self alone, or paying a special fixed 
charge covering the cost of same. 

Where water-powers are abundant 
rapid progress along the above lines 
is to be noted, but extensions could 
also be provided on systems supplied 


| from large steam power plants, The 


greater portion of the prosperous 
farming commurfities of the Prairie 
Provinces requires to be supplied 
with electrical energy derived from 
large steam power plants, and rural 
lines there would prove a great boon 
both for convenience and increased 
production. 

The experience of a steam plant 
in England may be cited in this 
connection. The plant had never 
been successful flanancially until its 
activities were extended to rural dis- 
tribution, This greatly increased its 
output, the plant was placed on a 
sound basis, and its lines now cover 
a radius of from 12 to 15 miles in 
all directions, The load is reported 
to be steadily jncreasing in lighting. 
appliances and small motors for farm 
use. It is interesting to note that 
under somewhat unfavorable circum- 
stances electrical sepvice has been 
extended to cover a large farming 
community and that the enterprise 
has succeeded.——-L, G. Denis.

Why Our Teeth Chatter. 


The little muscles which close the 
jaw ‘are acted upon by the cold in 
such a way that they pull the jaw up 
and then let it fall by its own 
weight. 

This, repeated many times, causes 
the teeth to click together and pro- 
duce what we know as ‘“‘chattering.”’ 

We think of it in connection with 
our teeth because it is the teeth 
which make the sound, but the cause 
lies in the muscles which we use in 
chewing or in opening our mouth 
when we speak. 

The chattering occurs in spite of 
the will or brain. We have little con- 
trol over it, and can stop it only by 
clenching the teeth. It is really a 
mild variety of spasm caused by the 
cold, which acts on the jaw muscles: 
in much the same way ‘that some 
poisons produce muscular spasms 
which cannot be controlled. 


Zine In the Human Body. 


In his researches at the Pasteur In- 
stitute in Paris Prof. Delezenne has 
discovered that zinc is an essential 
and permanent constituent of the 
human body. The metal exists in all 
organs, although in rather small per- 
centage, about 0.0001 by weight. The 
weight is variable, the highest pro- 
portion being found in the nervous 
centres; for example, in the brain or 
the thymus. When it is remembered 


that the chemical operations of nutri- i 


tion are also connected with the 
i transformation of the nucleic acids, 
it seems probable that zine is one of 
the most necessary agents in the 
growth of the body. 


Why Glass Is Brittle. 


The brittleness of glass is due to 
the quick cooling of the hot sub- 
gtarce. It is known that constant 
motion tends to re-arrange the mole- 
cules in any substance, and similar 
effect is observed when glass Is boiled 
in a weak solution of salt in water 
j and allowed to cool gradually. The 
; toughness of the glass is increased 
Bard Maal tiet and the effect of quick 
' heating is less disastrous to it. This 
is easily applied to articles such as 
_ glass tubes for lighting purposes, and 
; Prevents much breakage.

THE DIVINING ROD. | 
Some Opinions of the “Dowser” Who | 
Seeks for Water. 

There is a witchery about the art 
of the “‘dowser’’ whieh fastinates us. | 
We may doubt the virtues .of the | 
divining-rod, which is simply a fork- | 
ed twig of the hazel, but our sym-) 
path goes out to the man who wields 
it, because we realize he scorns | 
everything that flavors of pretence, 
and believes in himself. Moreover, 
his work is so simple that we scarce- 
ly dare criticise it. He takes one 
prong in each hand, and holds his 
rod horizontally. He then begins to 
move about in different directions, 
until the twig commences to dip; 
then he feels that the object of his 

search is not far distant. 

Now, this supposed power of the 
divining-rod may be regarded from 
two standpoints—it may be the result 
of a strong impression of the mind 
acting through the nerves and mus- 
cles, or jt may be regarded as a delu- 
sion. @ subject was investigated 
some time ago by Prof. W. F. Bar- 
rett, who gave a complete history of 
the divining-rod, and a’ record of 
cases in which it was alleged the 
“dowser” has been successful. One 
of these was at the works of Messrs. 
Richardson & Co., the proprietors of 
a pacon factory in Ireland. It is stat- 
ed that after four attempts, which 
had resulted in failure,, John Mul- 
lins, an Hpglish “dowser,” was called 
in, and, after going over the ground 
with his twig, he declared that water 
would be foynd about eighty feet be- 
low the surface, Boring was there- 
fore commenced, and, sure enough, 
excellent water was found. 

Other striking successes have been 
achieved hv Mullins, notably at Hors- 
nain, Sussex, England. A difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining water 
on an estate near that town, and Bev- 
éral wells Wéré sunk without any 
satisfactory fesuits, At last the old 
“dowser’”’ was sent fot, ana pfter 
Walking ahout the land in varioys qi- 
rections for sdfife-—time, his twig in 
his hand, he fixed upon & spot where 
he declared water would be fdund 
at a depth of about twenty feet. 
Accordingly, two wells were dug 
through the sandstone, and a pler- 
tiful supply of water was securéd. 

In the fact. of such facts it appears 
impossible to ignore entirely the pow- 
er of the divining-rod. That there 
have been imposters in the art may 
be acknowledged; that few possess 
the power of divining is probably cor- 
rect; but, instead of regarding this 
alleged influence of the divining-rod 
as a delusion, may we not attribute 
it to some impression on the mind 
acting through the nervous system?
